SELECTMEN'S  MESSAGE 


1991  has  been  a  tough  year  for  many  families  in  DunDarton.   The  recession 
has  not  overlooked  this  town.   Our  fear  of  an  out  of  control  welfare  budget 
never  materialized,  mainly  due  to  prudent  management  and  the  aid  from  other 
available  sources.   This  in  part  due  to  an  active  food  cupboard  program  and 
assistance  by  our  local  churches. 

In  response  to  the  economy,  the  selectmen  again  sent  requests  to  all 
department  heads  reminding  them  that  families  in  town  are  not  any  better  off 
this  year  than  they  were  last  year. 

we  have  managed  to  keep  most  of  the  line  items  in  our  1992  budget  the  same 
as  last  year  with  the  exception  of  those  which  we  have  no  control  such  as 
legal  fees  and  insurance.   Hopefully,  we  can  all  pull  together  to  make  it 
through  these  difficult  times. 

we  saw  many  changes  in  1991  .   The  town  entered  into  a  numbering  system  using 
road  names  and  numbers  instead  of  RFDs .   This  put  the  town  under  one  zip 
code  and  residents  were  able  to  use  the  town  name  instead  of  Goffstown, 
Weare  and  Concord  as  it  has  been.   The  numbering  system  was  developed  by  the 
Fire  Department,  making  reference  to  distances  from  certain  points.   This 
would  be  the  number  you  would  use  in  calling  in  an  emergency. 

In  August,  Dunbarton  celebrated  an  Old  Home  Day,  the  first  in  many  years. 
It  was  a  scaled  down  version  of  the  225th  event,  with  a  chicken  barbecue, 
concerts  and  fireworks.   The  money  for  the  event  was  again  raised  strictly 
by  fund  raising.   Lots  of  time  and  work  were  put  into  this  event  by 
volunteers  which  gave  the  town  a  good  time  by  all. 

August  also  marked  the  beginning  of  the  construction  of  the  recycling 
center.   Local  contractors  prepared  the  site  and  many  town  volunteers  worked 
on  the  actual  construction.   Donations  of  time,  equipment,  skills,  labor  and 
money  made  the  project  a  huge  success.   The  facility  became  operational  in 
November . 

In  September  we  saw  the  new  fire  pumper  put  on  line,   volunteer  firemen 

spent  many  hours  specking  out  this  custom  made  state  of  the  art  fire  truck 

to  meet  present  and  future  needs.   The  town  will  also  be  asking  for  the 
second  of  three  payments  on  the  lease  purchase  agreement. 

Road  work  in  town  was  somewhat  behind  schedule.   The  basic  format  for  summer 
road  work  has  been  placed  in  three  different  categories;  new  construction, 
maintenance  and  paving. 

New  construction  involves  a  rebuild  job  which  includes  widening,  tree 
cutting,  new  drainage,  new  gravel  and  a  new  paved  surface.   This  was  done  on 
Grapevine  Road  from  Bela  Brook  to  Guinea  Road.   This  coming  year,  we  hope  to 
continue  new  construction  to  the  bottom  of  Grapevine  hill. 

Maintenance  involves  ditch  work,  adding  gravel,  reshaping  dirt  roads. 
Changing  culverts,  cutting  brush  and  road  stripping,   work  in  this  category 
was  done  on  Tenney  Hill  Road,  Putney  Road  and  Black  Brook  Road. 

Paving  methods  can  be  broken  down  into  four  categories  used  in  this  town. 
Paving,  overlay,  seal  coating  and  farmers  mix.   Hot  bituminous  was  used  on 
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the  section  of  Grapevine  Road.   This  is  the  first  time  the  town  has  used  a 
complete  not  mix  on  a  new  road. 

Overlay  is  a  one  inch  wearing  course  of  hot  mix  placed  on  top  of  existing 
paved  roads.   Due  to  the  cost,  we  only  use  this  method  in  roads  with  a  good 
road  Base.   A  section  of  Black  Brook  Road  was  scheduled  for  this,  however, 
due  to  weather  and  other  conditions,  this  project  was  delayed  until  spring. 
The  money  for  this  will  Pe  carried  forwarded  into  1992.   Also  the  overlay 
Will  Pe  continued  on  the  new  section  of  Black  Brook  Road  as  a  1992  project. 

Seal  coating  is  an  inexpensive  method  of  saving  what  road  surface  you  have. 
It  is  often  referred  to  as  a  "band-aid"  fix.   This  will  buy  you  time  until 
you  can  either  rebuild  or  overlay.   However  it  is  messy.   There  was  no  seal 
coating  done  this  year. 

Farmers  mix  up  to  this  year  was  the  acceptable  method  of  achieving  a  paved 
surface  on  new  construction.   This  method  is  at  least  half  the  cost  of  hot 
mix,  but  it  requires  more  time  to  cure  and  is  not  as  durable.   This  is  still 
acceptable  for  some  roads,   we  used  this  method  on  Putney  Road. 

Winter  maintenance  consists  of  snow  removal  and  ice  control.   The  Highway 
Department  has  progressively  updated  and  refined  their  methods  trying  to 
better  serve  the  community.   Two  more  contractors  were  added  this  year.   The 
East  Dunbarton  route  was  split  in  half.   The  objective  was  to  try  and  get 
the  same  amount  of  road  cleared  in  half  the  time.   Also  we  implemented  the 
on  call  back-up  system  for  the  contract  plow  trucks  in  case  of  equipment 
breakdown  or  sickness. 

The  town  enjoyed  a  tax  reduction  this  year  and  yet  still  saw  many  projects 
completed.   The  volunteer  effort  of  this  town  has  had  a  large  impact  on 
keeping  taxes  down.   Whether  its  volunteering  at  the  recycling  center, 
constructing  a  playground,  volunteering  in  the  schools,  PTO,  Old  Home  Day 
committee,  fire,  police,  boards,  commissions  and  committees  serving  the  town 
government . 

If  there  is  a  positive  side  to  this  recession,  it  has  brought  out  the  best 
in  volunteers.   Assuring  that  the  town  lacked  in  no  areas.   If  the  money  was 
not  there  for  a  certain  project,  the  people  would  raise  it  through  fund 
raisers  or  donations,  doing  the  job  themselves  instead  of  going  to  the 
taxpayers  for  everything  on  their  wish  list. 

The  selectmen  are  grateful  to  all  who  took  part  in  all  volunteer  efforts  and 
hope  that  this  spirit  continues.   This  spirit  is  what  makes  Dunbarton  the 
special  place  it  is.

The  checklist  was  posted  and  the  meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Leslie 
Hammond  at  10:00  AM.  The  warrant  was  read.  A  motion  to  waive  the  reading  of 
the  business  portion  of  the  warrant  passed.  Absentee  ballots  would  be  cast 
at  3  o'clock.  The  polls  were  opened. 

The  business  portion  of  the  meeting  opened  at  7:00  PM.   Following  the  Pledge 
of  Allegiance,  town  officers  were  introduced.   A  framed  copy  of  the 
dedication  of  the  town  report  to  Robert  Anderson  was  presented  to  him. 

A  motion  to  waive  the  reading  of  the  warrant  in  its  entirety  passed.

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  following  motion  made  by  Walter  Smith  passed. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  agree  to  the  following!  WHEREAS,   Although  the 
right  of  free  expression  is  part  of  the  foundation  of  the  United  States 
Constitution,  very  carefully  drawn  limits  on  expression  in  specific 
instances  have  long  been  recognized  as  legitimate  means  of  maintaining 
public  safety  and  decency,  as  well  as  orderliness  and  productive  value  of 
public  debate;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  symbols  of  our  nation  such  as  the  Washington  Monument, 
the  United  Stages  Capitol  Building,  memorials  to  our  greatest  leaders,  and 
our  flag,  which  are  the  property  of  every  American  and  are  therefore  worthy 
of  protection  from  desecration  and  dishonor;  and 

WHEREAS,   The  law  as  interpreted  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  no 
longer  accords  to  the  flag  the  reverence,  respect,  and  dignity  to  which  it 
is  entitled,  and 

WHEREAS,   It  is  only  fitting  that  people  everywhere  should  join  in  a 
forceful  call  for  the  restoration  of  the  flag  to  its  proper  station  under 
law  and  decency; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,   That  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Dunbarton 
respectfully  request  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  propose  an 
amendment  of  the  United  States  Constitution,  for  ratification  by  the  states, 
specifying  that  Congress  and  the  states  shall  have  the  power  to  prohibit  the 
physical  desecration  of  the  flag  of  the  United  States.

ARTICLE  VI 

The  motion  by  Margaret  Watkins  passed:   that  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $750.00  to  contribute  to  a  regional 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Program.   This  program  will  enable  Town 
residents  to  dispose  properly  of  hazardous  household  products  such  as  paint 
thinners,  solvents,  pesticides,  and  other  products  potentially  damaging  to 
the  Town's  natural  resources. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  a  barrel  be  placed  at  the  town  transfer  station 
for  collection  of  household  batteries,  which  would  be  disposed  of  at  the 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Program. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  motion  by  Irene  Thalheimer  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  preservation  of  Town  Records  passed. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 


The  motion  was  made  by  John  Swindlehurst  that  the  town  vote  to  withdraw  the 
interest  of  $938.20  from  the  Winslow  Town  Forest  Fund,  the  same  to  be  used 
as  determined  by  the  Town  Forest  Connmittee. 

An  amendment  by  Russell  Mason  passed  by  a  show  of  hands:   every  town 
official  whose  duties  include  responsible  handling  of  town  funds  and 
maintaining  banl<  accounts  shall  make  every  effort  to  keep  all  monies 
entrusted  to  their  care  fully  insured  by  F.D.I.C.   No  account  shall  exceed 
$100,000.00  and  all  accounts  shall  be  held  in  New  Hampshire  banks. 

The  motion  passed  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  motion  by  John  R.  Swindlehurst,  III  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Fire  Truck  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  previously  established  passed. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  motion  by  John  R,  Swindlehurst,  III  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  withdraw  $90,000.00  plus  interest  earned  to  time  of  withdrawal 
from  the  Fire  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  expend  the  same  for  the 
lease/purchase  of  the  new  pumper  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a 
lease  agreement  with  a  fiscal  funding  clause  passed. 

It  was  stated  during  the  discussion  that  the  money  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  will  be  used  to  purchase  the  cab  and  chassis.   The  lease  is  on  the  pump 
and  body  only. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  following  motion  by  J.  Willcox  Brown  passed:   that  the  town  approve  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  to  the  Library  Trustees  from  special  funds 
of  the  Town  Forest  Corrmittee  for  the  transfer  of  the  half  -  i  nterest  in  2  lots 
willed  to  the  library  by  Charles  Little;   this  half  - i nterest  in  the  same 
lots  now  administered  by  the  Forest  Committee  and  the  whole  to  be  dedicated 
as  a  portion  of  the  Charles  Little  Memorial  Forest;   and  as  part  of  the 
transfer  that  the  Trustees  be  authorized  to  reserve  the  right  to  one-half  of 
the  proceeds  from  sand  and  gravel  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  motion  by  J.  Willcox  Brown  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $35,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  the  Freeport  Development,  Inc.  property 
contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  equal  state  funds  from  the  Land  Conservation 
Investment  Program,  allocated  for  the  purchase  of  the  Freeport  Development, 
Inc.  property;  and  that  the  Town  accept  with  gratitude  the  lands  to  be 
donated  by  Forrest  and  Vera  Fogg,  which  are  to  be  available  as  matching 
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lands  for  the  LCIP  grant;  all  of  the  foregoing  lands  to  be  additions  to  the 
adjacent  Kuncanowet  Town  Forest  and  Conservation  Area  passed. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  motion  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  not  more  than  $10,000.00  to 
supplement  the  State  grant  for  the  purchase  of  the  Freeport  Development, 
Inc.  lot,  contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  the  same  amount  from  acquisition 

funds  available  to  the  Town  Forest  Cormiittee  and  the  Conservation  Cornmission 
passed.   The  motion  was  made  by  J.  Willcox  Brown. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  motion  by  Richard  Antonia  passed:   that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
$20,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  capital  equipment  for  recycling.  Any  grants 
received  will  be  used  to  reduce  the  appropriation. 

A  motion  by  Russell  Mason  that  Article  VIII  and  its  amendment  be 
reconsidered  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

A  motion  by  Barry  Lussier  that  the  town  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:1-c  which  authorize  any  town  or  city  to  elect  not  to  assess,  levy  and 
collect  a  resident  tax  passed. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  motion  was  made  by  John  Herlihy  that  the  town  vote  to  acquire  all  goods 
and  services,  that  aggregate  to  more  than  $1,000.00  annually  by  bid  and/or 
qualifications  with  the  selection  process  recorded  (emergency  requirements 
excluded).   The  motion  passed  by  a  show  of  hands:   Yes  70;  No  67. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

The  following  motion  made  by  Rene  Quellet  passed:   that  the  town  vote  to 
accept  the  following:  We,  the  people,  being  registered  voters  and  concerned 
citizens  of  Dunbarton,  strongly  encourage  our  State  to  maintain  its 
commitment  to  programs  and  services  that  serve  the  basic  human  needs  of  the 
poor,  5  i  cl< ,  disabled,  children,  elderly,  and  unemployed.   The  maintenance  of 
this  commitment  should  not  be  done  in  such  a  way  as  to  further  shift 
financial  burdens  to  the  local  connmunity. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

The  motion  that  the  town  vote  to  accept  a  gift  of  land  from  Victor 
Lieberman,  Lot  »K1-0a-08  containing  .19  acres,  located  on  Stephanie  Road 
passed.   The  motion  was  made  by  William  Nichols. 
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ARTICLE  XIX. 


The  motion  by  John  Swindlehurst  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  town  gifts,  legacies  and  devises  made 
to  the  town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose,  as  permitted  by  RSA  31:19 
passed. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  motion  by  Beverly  Marcou  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for.  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  town 
meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a 

private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year,  in  accordance  with 
RSA  31 :95-b  passed. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

The  motion  was  made  by  William  Nichols  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  convey  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  by  tax  collector's 
deed.   Such  conveyance  shall  be  by  deed  following  a  public  auction,  or  the 
property  may  be  sold  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  or  may  be  otherwise  disposed 
of  as  justice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA  SOtSO. 

An  amendment  was  made  by  Margaret  Watkins  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  convey  by  deed  or  retain  and  hold  for  public  uses  following 
an  on-site  inspection  for  possible  hazardous  wastes,  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  town  by  tax  collector's  deed  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80,  and  the 
selectmen  shall,  prior  to  any  such  conveyance,  present  such  properties  for 
review  and  consideration  to  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

A  second  amendment  by  Richard  Anton i a  to  Include  the  word  NOT  in  the 

original  motion  to  read  "that  the  town  vote  NOT  to  authorize  "  was 

defeated. 

The  first  amendment  passed  and  the  original  motion  passed  as  amended. 
ARTICLE  XXII. 

The  motion  by  John  Swindlehurst  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  accept  the  dedication  of  any  street  shown  on  a  sub-division 
plat  approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  provided  that  such  street  has  been 
constructed  to  applicable  town  specifications  as  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  or  their  agent  passed. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

The  following  motion  by  William  Nichols  passed:   that  the  town  vote  to  adopt 
the  BOCA  National  Building  Code  1990,  the  BOCA  National  Plumbing  Code  1990, 
and  BOCA  National  Electrical  Code  1990.   This  is  to  update  our  present  codes 
to  conform  to  State  codes. 
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ARTICLE  XXIV. 

The  motion  by  Beverly  Marcou  that  the  town  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  passed. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

The  motion  by  John  Swindlehurst  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  dispose  of  miscellaneous  surplus  equipment  by  sealed  bid, 
auction  or  other  means  with  revenues  returned  to  the  general  fund  passed, 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 

The  motion  by  William  Nichols  that  the  town  accept  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  cormittees  and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  as  printed  in  the 
town  report  subject  to  errors  and  omissions,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto  passed. 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

Beverly  Marcou  voiced  concerns  on  the  amendment  to  Article  VIII  about  the 
$100,000.00  limit. 

Fred  Mullen  conmended  the  Selectmen  for  keeping  the  budget  down. 

Jeff  Crosby  inquired  about  the  asphalt  at  the  dump  and  the  $4,000.00  charge 
for  the  gates  at  the  Stark  pit.   The  bill  for  the  gates  and  landclearing  was 
reimbursed  to  the  town  by  the  Town  Forest  Cormi ttee,  the  Selectmen 
explained.   The  asphalt  would  be  crushed  and  used  as  a  base  for 
construct  ion. 

Beverly  Marcou  stated  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  the  town  and  to  have 
been  on  this  side  of  the  table  for  three  years. 

The  meeting  was  closed  at  10:55  PM.

DUMBARTON  PLANNING  BOARD  -  1991 


The  Planning  Board  held  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  third  Wednesday  of 
each  month  at  7:00  pm. 

During  1991  the  Board  received  eight  (8)  applications  for  subdivisions:  two 
(2)  of  these  applications  involved  annexations.   The  Board  was  asked  for  one 
(1)  recommendation  for  site  suitability  from  the  Zoning  Board.   Two  (2)  lot 
line  adjustments  were  approved,  and  there  were  two  (2)  applications  pending 
at  year  end.   Five  (5)  new  building  lots  were  created  by  approval  of 
subdivisions.   One  (1)  site  Plan  Review  was  done  for  compliance  with  that 
portion  of  the  regulation. 

The  JMC  lawsuit  against  the  planning  board's  conditions  on  their  approval 
was  settled  out  of  court.   Two  public  hearings  were  held  on  the  fees  the 
Board  charges.  It  was  voted  to  raise  the  application  fee  as  a  result  of 
those  hearings  to  try  and  make  the  Board  more  self  sustaining.   Two  public 
hearings  were  held  on  updating  the  subdivision  regulations  to  comply  with 
the  state  law  on  limitation  and  revocation  of  subdivision  approvals.

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  offer  three 
major  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Dunbarton:   Home  Care.  Hospice, 
and  Health  Promotion. 

Home  Care  Services  respond  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients  with 
acute  or  chronic  illnesses  that  require  sl<illed  professional  and 
paraprofessional  care  so  they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes. 
Emphasis  is  on  promoting  independence  and  maximum  functioning  of  the  patient 
within  the  least  restrictive  setting, 

HosDice  Services  provide  professional  and  paraprofessional  services  to  the 
terminally  ill  patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to 
enhance  the  quality  of  the  patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  him/her  to 
remain  at  home  in  comfort  and  dignity.   Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  symptom 
management  and  skilled  intervention  to  meet  the  patienfs  special  physical 
and  emotional  needs.   This  is  a  Medicare  Hospice  Program  in  New  Hampshire. 

Health  Promotion  Services  focus  on  the  low  and  marginal  income  families  and 
individuals  to  prevent  illness  by  professional  assessment  and  screening  for 
health  risks  and  needs,  by  early  intervention  to  prevent,  eliminate,  or 
minimize  the  impact  of  illness  and/or  disability,  and  by  anticipatory 
guidance  and  health  teaching.   Emphasis  is  on  promoting  healthy  children, 
families  and  individuals  through  early  intervention  and  health  teaching. 
Services  rendered  in  the  clinic  setting  are:  child  health,  family  planning, 
sexually  transmitted  disease,  adult  screening,  immuni zat ions,  and  HIV  (AIDS) 
testing  and  counseling.   Home  visits  are  made  in  crisis  situations  or  when 
needed  health  care  cannot  be  given  in  the  clinic.   Senior  Health  services 
are  provided  at  congregate  housing  sites.   Professional  and  para- 
professional hourly  home  services  are  provided  on  a  private  f ee-for-service 
basis.   Health  education  and  instruction  are  part  of  each  home  visit  or 
cl i  nic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Dunbarton  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility, 
pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.   All  requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  home 
care  will  only  be  provided  with  a  physician's  order. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (224-4093)  between 
the  hours  of  SiOOam  -  4:00pm  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is  necessary  to 
start  services  or  make  inquiries.   A  nurse  is  on  call  for  hospice  and  home 
care  patients;  (224-4093)  4:00pm  -  8:00am  daily. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.   Fees  are 
scaled  for  the  individual  without  health  insurance  and/or  who  is  unable  to 
pay  the  full  charge.   However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require 
a  financial  statement  be  completed  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person. 
Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is 
collectable.

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DUMBARTON  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  -  1991 

In  1991,  the  Library  took  a  giant  step  forward  in  the  expansion  of  its 
services.   The  new  computer  enables  patrons  to  "shop  on  the  spot"  for  books 
and  other  materials  from  all  the  public  and  university  libraries  in  the 
State,   In  addition  to  immediate  access  to  the  State  network,  we  can 
catalogue  and  inventory  the  collection  and  track  circulation  trends,  which 
helps  us  in  the  development  of  our  collection.   We  will  also  be  able  to 
monitor  the  status  of  bills  before  the  legislature,  if  this  is  a  service 
Townspeople  would  find  useful. 

Membership  in  the  Hillstown  Cooperative  of  16  other  libraries  entitles  us  to 
access  a  large  video  and  audio  tape  collection,  increasing  the  number  of 
videos  available  to  approximately  30  per  month. 

A  small  copier  has  been  installed,  and  is  available  to  the  public  at  the 
rate  of  10  cents  per  copy. 

Best-sellers  are  now  on  the  shelves  shortly  after  release,  thanks  to  the  new 
book  rental  program.   These  books  are  leased  to  us  to  lend  to  the  public 
free  of  charge,  and  can  be  returned  to  the  company  if  they  are  not  needed 
for  the  permanent  collection,  or  if  they  have  stopped  circulating.   Patrons 
are  invited  to  peruse  the  pre-publication  lists  and  make  suggestions  for 
future  book  rentals. 

To  enable  more  Townspeople  to  take  advantage  of  this  wide  range  of  services, 
we  hope  to  substantially  increase  the  number  of  hours  the  Library  is  open 
this  year. 

On  October  31,  Julia  Blanchard  tendered  her  resignation  as  Librarian  after 
19  years  of  service.   Nancy  Lang  is  now  acting  Librarian  until  a  replacement 
is  found  for  Mrs.  Blanchard. 

The  Library  continued  its  community  outreach  during  the  year.   In 
cooperation  with  the  Recreation  Commission,  we  sponsored  a  children's  movie 
at  the  Community  Center  in  August.  With  the  PTO,  we  co-sponsored  a  series 
of  presentations  at  Dunbarton  Elementary  School  and  a  Pajama  Party  at  the 
Library  to  celebrate  Children's  National  Book  Week  with  Children's  author/ 
illustrator  Lydia  Dabcovich  from  Brookline,  MA. 

The  32  children  who  read  a  total  of  606  books  for  the  surrmer  reading  program 
were  rewarded  with  prizes  and  a  party  in  August. 

During  the  year,  some  books  that  were  worn,  outdated,  or  had  not  circulated 
for  five  or  more  years  were  donated  to  the  North  County  Library,  the  Animal 
Rescue  League  Book  Sale,  and  the  Granite  State  Council  of  the  International 
Reading  Association  for  homeless  children  currently  housed  in  12  crisis 
centers  throughout  the  State. 

Thanks  to  income  from  Udell  White's  gift  earmarked  "Christmas  Fund",  we  were 
able  to  add  a  holiday  touch  to  the  Library,  along  with  the  tree  decorated  by 
the  Brownies. 
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DUMBARTON  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  - 1991 

Volunteers  gave  over  600  hours  of  service  in  1991,  and  are  now  providing 
delivery  service  to  senior  citizens  and  shut-ins  who  request  books  and  other 
materials  by  calling  the  Library. 

This  year,  third  through  sixth  graders  will  have  the  opportunity  to  join 
their  counterparts  throughout  the  State  and  vote  for  their  favorite  book 
from  a  list  of  25  recently-published  titles  provided  by  CHILIS  (Children's 
Librarians  of  New  Hampshire).   Voting  will  take  place  during  National 
Library  week  in  April,  and  the  Great  Stone  Face  Children's  Book  Award 
(established  by  CHILIS  in  1980)  will  go  to  the  winning  author. 

Plans  for  our  centennial  celebration  of  the  founding  of  the  Free  Public 
Library  in  Dunbarton  in  1892  are  "in  the  works".

Kuncanowet  Town  Forest  and  Conservation  Area 


1991  brought  continuing  improvements  in  the  trail  system,  with  new  trail 
clearing,  trail  signs  and  markers,   A  mailbox  for  trail  maps,  comments  and  a 
road  barrier  have  been  installed  on  the  east  side  of  Gorham  Pond.   A  canoe/ 
small  boat  landing  area  has  been  cleared  on  the  northwest  end  of  Gorham 
Pond.   This  provides  a  shorter  access  to  the  State's  largest  black  gum  tree 
and  trails  on  the  west  side  of  Gorham  Pond. 

Acquisition  of  land  from  Freeport  Development,  Inc.  along  with  the  generous 
gift  of  additional  land  from  Forrest  and  Vera  Fogg  is  nearing  completion. 
The  Freeport  property  was  approved  at  $42,000.00  of  which  $35,000.00  will  be 
received  from  the  State,  Land  Conservation  Improvement  Program,  and  the 
balance  of  $7,000,00  from  the  Town  Forest  Committee  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  fund  for  land  acquisition. 

Hikers,  cross-country  skiers,  nature  lovers,  outdoor  enthusiasts  and 
sportsmen  are  continuing  to  use  and  enjoy  the  tract.   A  big  thank  you  to  the 
people  who  carry  out  what  they  carry  in.   The  land  is  being  well 
appreciated. 

Final  transfer  of  the  tract  from  the  Estate  of  Karl  Upton  is  anticipated  in 
1992.   This  parcel  will  provide  much  improved  access  to  the  north  end  of  the 
Kuncanowet  area.

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DUMBARTON  TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 


As  noted  in  last  year's  report,  the  Town  Forest  Corrmittee  and  the  Library 
Trustees  agreed  on  the  consolidation  of  lands  in  which  each  had  held  a  half 
interest.   At  Town  Meeting,  the  proposal  was  approved.   It  provided  for  the 
transfer  of  the  Library's  fifty  percent  in  return  for  $50,000.00,  drawn  from 
Winslow  funds  designated  solely  for  land  acquisition  and  forest  management. 

The  transfer  was  consuFTmated  in  April  at  a  joint  assembly  of  Library 
Trustees  and  Forest  Corrmittee  members.   The  next  step  will  be  a  boundary 
survey  to  include  a  small  tract  on  the  eastern  border  offered  to  the  town  by 
Will  Brown.   The  Library  Trustees  have  been  granted  the  right  to  50%  of  the 
proceeds  from  sand  and  gravel  removal  for  5  years  from  the  date  of  the 
transaction. 

During  the  year,  control  gates  have  been  installed  at  the  Winslow  sandpit 
and  at  the  south  entrance  to  the  Kuncanowet  tract.   In  the  first  case,  this 
assures  that  the  valuable  deposits  of  sand  and  gravel  will  be  used  strictly 
for  Town  purposes. 

The  Kuncanowet  gate  provides  that  recreational  use  will  be  by  non-motorized 
vehicles  as  stipulated  at  the  1989  Town  Meeting.   That  gate  will  be  opened 
only  for  management  or  fire  protection  purposes. 

At  the  time  of  Will  Brown's  retirement  in  November.  Scott  Warriner  was 
welcomed  as  a  new  member  and  the  officers  were  elected  as  follows:

DUMBARTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


This  year  the  comnission  initiated  a  long-term  project  to  evaluate 
Dunbarton's  wetlands  based  on  an  approach  developed  specifically  for  New 
Hampshire.   Commission  members  attended  an  introductory  workshop  in  late 
spring  and  have  been  "field  testing"  the  method  since  then.   Our  purpose  is 
to  provide  comparative  information  on  all  the  town's  major  wetlands  as  a 
planning  tool,  and  generalized  information  to  interested  landowners  of  the 
wetlands  inventoried.   In  the  coming  year  the  commission  plans  to  involve 
other  townspeople  and  ask  that  you  let  a  conmission  member  know  if  you  are 
interested  in  helping  out. 

The  commission  reviewed  only  one  wetlands  application  to  the  State  Wetlands 
Board  this  year,  and  reported  one  violation.   Questions  concerning  the 
Town's  Wetlands  Conservation  District  were  addressed. 

An  easement  monitoring  workshop  sponsored  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  New  Hampshire  Forests  provided  a  framework  and  forms  for  organizing  our 
monitoring  activities.   The  commission  is  presently  responsible  for 
monitoring  three  easement  properties,  which  were  field  checked  this  surmrer. 
Three  easements  associated  with  development  projects  have  yet  to  be 
finalized. 

The  commission  helped  to  cover  tuition  for  a  student  to  attend  Conservation 
Camp  June  16  -  22  and  received  from  the  student  an  enthusiastic  verbal 
report  and  an  illustrated.  21-page  journal.   Together  with  the  Kuncanowet 
Town  Forest  and  Conservation  Area  and  Earth  Day  committees,  the  commission 
sponsored  a  "conservation"  table  at  Old  Home  Day. 

A  cofTTTiission  representative  attended  organizational  meetings  for  the 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day,  held  in  Allenstown  in  October, 
Turnout  was  lower  than  in  past  years,  perhaps  (we  hope)  because  people  are 
purchasing  fewer  hazardous  chemicals,  though  the  location  also  may  have 
affected  participation. 

Although  the  cotrmi  ss  ion  lost  an  invaluable  member  and  chairperson  in  the 
resignation  of  Jane  Grant  last  August,  she  remains  an  honorary  commissioner. 
Jane's  move  to  Concord  ended  an  uninterrupted  term  of  23  years,  beginning  as 
chairman  of  the  first  Dunbarton  Conservation  Conrmi  ss  ion.   Throughout  that 
period,  Jane  has  been  a  committed  advocate  of  wetlands  protection,  scenic 
roads,  open  space,  and  conservation  education. 

The  conservation  cormission  meets  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month  at 
7:30pm  at  the  Town  Offices.

introduction :  On  octoDer  5,  tne  Dunbar ton  Recycling  center  began  operation! 
This  event  was  an  extraordinary  accomplishment:  the  program  was  conceived, 
planned,  and  established  in  just  eight  months,  with  remarkable  town  support. 
The  corwnittee  held  an  open  house  celebration  on  November  2  to  dedicate  the 
new  building  and  to  express  gratitude  to  all  contributors  to  the  project. 
Governor's  Councillor  Peter  spaulding  led  the  ribbon  cutting  ceremony,  and 
Jeff  Taylor  presented  our  $7,000  grant  award  from  the  Governor's  Recycling 
Program. 

Gettind  Started:  A  flurry  of  activities  preceded  the  opening,   in  February 
the  Earth  Day  Committee,  acting  as  an  adhoc  Recycling  committee,  began 
developing  the  plan  for  the  recycling  program.   Committee  members  and  other 
interested  residents  consulted  with  experts,  researched  and  visited  other 
town  programs,  obtained  town  funding,  held  a  public  hearing,  spoke  with  town 
officials  and  organizations,  developed  a  5-year  plan  and  a  public  education 
campaign,  wrote  a  state  grant  proposal,  designed  a  building,  and  started  a 
newsletter  with  donated  paper  and  printing. 

These  efforts  culminated  in  an  explosion  of  community  participation  in  a 
barn  raising  on  August  24  and  25.   over  80  volunteers  turned  out  to  put  up 
the  building,  which  was  almost  entirely  completed  in  two  days!   On  that 
weekend,  and  gradually  over  the  next  five  weeks,  volunteers  helped  out  with 
nearly  every  aspect  of  the  project  -  site  preparation,  concrete  work, 
carpentry,  staining,  roofing,  electrical  work,  landscaping,  preparing  and 
serving  food,  documenting  the  work  on  film  and  video,  writing  articles  and  a 
grant  proposal,  making  phone  calls,  and  planning  and  scheduling  the 
operation  of  the  center,   we  also  received  several  generous  donations  of 
money  -  one  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  an  expensive  baler!   In 
December  we  received  a  $1,000  grant  award  from  New  Hampshire  the  Beautiful. 

operat  ions:  since  opening,  the  recycling  center  has  been  staffed  entirely  by 

volunteers  (almost  sixty  at  last  count),  with  support  from  town  employees. 
In  1991  the  center  accepted  the  following  items: 

Newspaper  and  phone  books  Plastic  (#l  and  #2) 

Office  paper  Glass  (3  colors) 

Brown  paper  bags  Aluminum 

Corrugated  cardboard  ivietal  cans 

Household  batteries  Scrap  metal 

Auto  batteries  Motor  Oil 

Excluding  batteries,  oil,  and  scrap  metal,  we  recycled  approximately  20  tons 
of  material  in  the  first  three  months. 

Appreciation:   The  committee  again  wants  to  thank  everyone,  both  within  and 
outside  of  town,  who  made  this  important  program  possible.   We  appreciate 
the  work  of  the  previous  Recycling  in  Dunbarton  committee,  which  lay  the 
foundation  upon  which  we  were  able  to  build,   we  are  grateful  to  the 
townspeople  of  all  ages,  elementary  school  children  to  senior  citizens, 
whose  enthusiastic  participation  inspires  us  to  continue  moving  forward. 
Dunbarton  can  be  proud  of  its  significant  accomplishments  this  year,   we  are 
confident  that  the  town  will  continue  to  demonstrate  its  commitment  to 
preserving  and  improving  our  environment.

The  Dunbarton  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  is  scheduled  to  meet  on  the  second 
Monday  of  each  month  and  met  as  business  required  during  1991.   The 
following  cases  were  heard: 

VARIANCES: 

Arthur  Williamson  -  Granted  permission  to  locate  a  well,  septic  system  and 
house  closer  than  required  distance  from  boundary  line.   The  request  was 
originally  denied  but  then  granted  a  rehearing  after  applicant  presented 
additional  evidence. 

Joanne  Sirrmons  -  Denied  permission  to  apply  to  the  Dunbarton  Planning  Board 
for  a  subdivision  with  one  lot  with  no  road  frontage. 

David  and  Linda  Montgomery  -  Granted  permission  to  construct  an  addition  to 
their  property  closer  than  required  distance  from  boundary  line. 

Dennis  and  Alicia  Jacques  -  Granted  permission  to  apply  to  the  Dunbarton 
Planning  Board  for  a  subdivision  with  a  lot  with  less  than  the  required 
frontage  of  250  feet. 

Van  Dittmer  -  Granted  permission  to  construct  a  swimming  pool  and  septic 
system  closer  than  the  required  distance  from  the  boundary  line. 

James  and  Anne  Kalinski  -  Denied  permission  to  construct  a  deck/addition 
closer  than  required  distance  from  the  boundary  line  because  applicant  did 
not  appear  at  public  hearing  to  present  evidence.   (Applicant  later  informed 
Building  Inspector/Selectmen  that  his  property  line  was  sufficient  distance 
from  addition  to  avoid  requiring  a  Variance.) 

James  and  Clara  Kerr  (Represented  by  Thomas  Shelton)  -  Granted  permission  to 
use  a  well  closer  than  required  distance  from  the  boundary,   (Original 
request  was  denied  because  applicant  failed  to  appear  at  public  hearing  and 
present  evidence.)

Mary  Appugliese  (Represented  by  Sheryl  Kula)  -  Denied  permission  to 
construct  a  shed  onto  existing  house  closer  than  required  distance  from  the 
boundary  line. 

Mary  Appugliese  (Represented  by  Sheryl  Kula)  -  Granted  permission  to  close 
in  an  existing  deck  closer  than  the  required  distance  from  the  boundary 
1  i  ne. 

SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS; 

Beverly  Marcou  -  Denied  permission  to  construct  and  operate  a  Warehouse  with 
an  accessory  use  of  Manufacturing  at  property  on  Stark  Lane.  Granted 
permission  to  operate  an  office  on  property.   Decision  was  appealed  to 
Superior  Court  by  Beverly  Marcou  with  litigation  still  pending. 
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Beverly  Marcou  reapplied  to  the  Dunbarton  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  with  a 
"lesser"  application  which  involved  less  numbers  of  equipment  on  property, 
fewer  employees  on  property,  and  with  a  smaller  Warehouse.   In  addition, 
they  dropped  the  accessory  use  of  Manufacturing  from  the  application.   The 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  ruled  that  this  was  in  fact  a  "new  application" 
and  a  public  hearing  was  held  and  the  Marcou's  were  granted  permission  to 
operate  a  Warehouse  on  their  property  on  Stark  Lane.   At  the  end  of  1991, 
concerned  neighbors  and  abutters  have  filed  a  "Request  for  a  Rehearing"  with 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  which  will  be  addressed  at  the  January  1992 
meet  i  ng. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  has  spent  considerable  time  and  effort  on  the 
Marcou  Request  for  a  Special  Exception  through  the  entire  1991  year. 

Eddie  and  Barbara  Barton  -  Request  for  a  Special  Exception  was  applied  for 
to  operate  a  day  care  facility  for  18  children.   At  the  public  hearing,  the 
applicants  withdrew  their  request  for  personal  reasons  and  will  reconsider 
as  to  whether  they  wish  to  pursue  the  Special  Exception. 


In  considering  an  appeal,  the  Board  must  act  on  the  evidence  before  it  and 
make  its  decision.   In  making  its  decision,  the  Board  often  stipulates 
certain  restrictions,  which  the  appellant  must  adhere  to.   In  a  case 
involving  a  conflict  of  interest  with  a  Board  member,  the  Alternate  member 
sits  with  the  Board  of  Adjustment.   The  member  with  the  conflict  of  interest 
is  excluded  from  all  deliberations  and  the  vote  on  the  decision.  The  Board 
of  Adjustment  must  act  within  the  limits  set  by  the  Dunbarton  Zoning 
Ordinance  and  enforcement  of  its  decisions  rests  with  the  Selectmen. 

Considerable  time  during  the  year  1991  was  spent  on  legal  issues  and 
preparation  for  court  cases.

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DUMBARTON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  DunDarton  volunteer  Fire  Department  responded  to  124  calls  for 
assistance  in  1991,  an  increase  of  2X.   During  the  year,  mempers  have 
completed  many  courses  such  as  Defensive  Driving,  CPR,  EMT  recertif ication 
and  defipulation  recert  along  with  every  Monday  night  training. 

In  late  Septemper  we  took  delivery  of  the  new  class  A  pumper  purchased  from 
Emergency-One,  Inc.  in  Ocala,  Florida.   This  truck  will  assist  the 
department  in  our  goals  of  fire  protection,  Dy  delivering  a  larger  volume  of 
water  and  carrying  a  larger  quantity  of  4"  supply  hose  for  longer  driveways. 

Last  year  the  department,  in  cooperation  with  the  selectmen,  took  a  10\ 
budget  cut.   we  were  aPle  to  comply  within  these  limits  even  though  before 
town  meeting  we  had  to  do  a  major  pump  repair  job  due  to  damage  done  by  a 
bad  bearing   This  year  we  are  requesting  a  $300. oo  increase  due  to  an 
increase  in  dispatch  fees.   The  department  is  also  looking  for  your  support 
on  a  warrant  article  requesting  $5,000.00  to  upgrade  and  maintain  pump  sites 
for  fire  protection.   This  money  would  be  used  to  provide  pulloffs,  dry 
hydrants,  fencing  and  dredging  of  water  holes  around  town,  which  in  turn 
will  decrease  the  departments  insurance  ratings  and  eventually  decrease  fire 
insurance  cost . 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  who  continue  to  volunteer  many  free 
hours  of  their  time  to  the  commitment  of  providing  fire  and  emergency 
medical  service  to  the  Town  of  Dunbarton.   If  taxpayers  were  to  pay  for 
this,  the  budget  would  show  an  increase  of  approximately  $35,000.00.   I 
would  also  like  to  thank  the  Police  Department,  the  Highway  Department,  the 
Board  of  selectmen  and  everyone  who  has  assisted  us  in  our  efforts  this  past 
year,   we  look  forward  to  your  continued  support  next  year.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT-  1991 


1991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service 
as  well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in  the  number  of 
fires.   Our  three  major  causes  of  fires  in  1991  were  non-permit,  children 
and  smoking  material.   ^50  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire  burned 
approximately  150  acres  for  an  average  fire  size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for  extinguishing  these 
fires.   Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a  tribute  to  early 
detection  by  citizens,  our  fire  tower  lookout  system  and  the  quick  response 
of  our  trained  local  fire  departments. 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
Wardens  that  are  responsible  for  directing  members  under  the  direction  of 
the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service  to  make  sure  that  all  fire  department  members 
are  properly  trained  and  equipped  for  suppressing  wildland  fires.   Forest 
Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  receive  specialized  training  each  year, 
presented  by  the  N.  H.  Forest  Fire  Service,  to  keep  their  skill  level  and 
knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also  responsible  for 
issuing  burning  permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is  to  be  done  in  their 
community.   In  New  Hampshire,  any  open  burning,  except  when  the  ground  is 
completely  covered  with  snow,  requires  a  written  fire  permit  prior  to 
lighting  the  fire.   Before  doing  any  open  burning,  it  is  recommended  that 
you  contact  your  local  fire  department  to  see  if  a  permit  is  required  and  to 
save  your  comnunity  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equipment  on  a  false  alarm. 
Any  person  violating  the  permit  law  (RSA  224:27)  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
mi  sdemeanor . 

Please  help  your  local  Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  a  fire 
permit  before  kindling  a  fire,  be  understanding  if  they  tell  you  it  is  not  a 
safe  day  to  burn  and  help  keep  New  Hampshire  green!   Thank  you  for  being 
f  i  re  safe.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


we  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1990  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated 
February  5,  1991  .   In  connection  with  our  audit,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the 
Town's  systems  of  internal  accounting  control  and  operating  procedures  to 
the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards.   The  purpose  of  our  review  of  these 
systems  was  not  to  express  an  opinion  on  internal  accounting  control,  and  it 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 

General:   Typically,  a  report  of  this  type  places  a  greater  emphasis  on 
findings  of  a  critical  nature.   Therefore,  to  put  our  cormnents  and 
recommendations  in  proper  perspective,  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
weaknesses  observed  are  not  necessarily  the  result  of  poor  management. 
Oftentimes,  they  are  due  to  factors  outside  the  control  of  the  Town's 
personnel,  such  as  organizational  restrictions,  budgetary  limitations,  or 
inadequate  software  systems,   we  have  noted  many  positive  aspects  of  the 
Town's  financial  management  and  procedures  which  are  not  set  forth  in  this 
report . 

Fixed  Assets  Records  and  controls:  All  fixed  asset  acquisitions  are  listed 
as  expenditures  in  the  General  Fund.   This  procedure  is  standard  in 
municipalities.   However,  these  fixed  assets  should  be  accounted  for  in  a 
separate  self-balancing  group  of  accounts.   The  purpose  of  recording  general 
fixed  assets  is  primarily  to  provide  for  physical  and  dollar  value  control 
for  stewardship  needs. 

in  Closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those  persons  whose 
cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit  have  helped  us  to 
achieve  efficiencies  in  competing  our  audit.

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CENTRAL  N.H.  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 


The  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Comnission  (CNHRPC)  is  a 
voluntary  association  of  19  towns  and  the  City  of  Concord  in  Merrimack  and 
Hillsborough  Counties.   The  Town  of  Dunbarton  is  a  member  in  good  standing 
of  the  Cormiission. 

The  CNHRPC  is  organized  under  RSA  36i45-53  to  prepare  coordinated  regional 
plans  and  to  assist  communities  with  local  planning  activities. 

Our  accomplishments  over  the  last  year  include: 

Regional  Plan:   The  Commission  adopted  the  Land  Use  Element  of  the  Regional 
Master   Plan  at  the  annual  meeting  in  May.   Staff  is  meeting  with  planning 
boards  to  explain  the  recommendations  of  the  plan. 

Housing:   The  CNHRPC  began  to  debate  conclusions  and  recommendations  for  the 
draft  housing  element  of  the  regional  master  plan,  distributed  during  the 
Fall.  We  sponsored  a  discussion  of  the  implications  for  local  zoning  of  the 
Britton  vs  Chester  N.H.  Supreme  Court  case  at  the  November  21,  1991 
Commission  meeting.   Staff  is  meeting  with  planning  boards  to  discuss  both 
the  housing  element  and  the  Chester  court  case. 

Transportat  ion:   The  Transportation  Advisory  Conrmittee  completed  and  adopted 
in  1991  the  Regional  Truck  Route  Study,  an  element  of  the  regional 
transportation  plan,  due  for  completion  in  1993.   The  Committee  also 
completed  and  adopted  the  Steepleqate  Mall  Traf f  ic  and  Land  Use  Study.   The 
study  brought  together  planners  from  Chichester,  Concord,  Loudon,  and 
Pembroke  to  identify  traffic  and  land  use  issues  of  mutual  concern  and  to 
develop  strategies  to  preserve  and  enhance  traffic  mobility  and  land  use 
compatibility  in  the  area  in  preparation  for  the  eventual  growth  and 
development  in  the  mall  area. 

The  CNHRPC  continued  to  provide  support  for  the  public  participation  and 
environmental  reviews  for  the  Concord  to  Spaulding  Turnpike  EIS  and 
preliminary  design  study. 

Work  began  on  the  EIS  and  design  of  the  Hillsborough  Bypass.  The  Commission 
is  responsible  for  the  public  participation,  parts  of  the  EIS,  and  to  review 
the  design. 

Sol  I d  Waste:   The  Commission  continues  to  assist  the  Central  N.H.  Solid 
Waste  District  in  implementing  its  state  approved  Sol  id  Waste  Management 
Plan.   The  Commission  had  assisted  in  Central  and  Hopk i nton-Webster 
districts  in  the  preparation  of  their  plans  and  with  obtaining  state 
approval. 

Recycl inq:   The  CNHRPC  prepared  a  regional  recycling  status  update,  funded 
by  a  grant  through  the  Governor's  recycling  initiative. 
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Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection;  The  CNHRPC  organized  its  third 
household  hazardous  waste  collection  on  October  5,  1991,  with  collection 
sites  in  Allenstown  and  Hennii^er.  Cosponsors  were  the  Towns  of  Allenstown, 

Bow.  Dunbarton,  Henniker,  Hopkinton,  Pembroke,  Sutton,  Warner,  Washington, 
and  Wi Imot . 

River  Management  and  Protect  ion:  The  Connmission  cosponsored  the  successful 
nomination  of  the  Contoocook  River  to  the  N.H,  Rivers  Management  and 
Protection  Program,   The  Corrmi  ss  ion  helped  organize  and  will  provide 
technical  assistance  to  the  Federal  Wild  and  Scenic  River  and  N.H.  River 
Management  and  Protection  Program  studies  for  the  upper  Merrimack  River. 

Geographic  Informat  ion  System  (GIS):  The  system,  designed  to  map  and 
manage  geographic  information,  was  used  for  the  regional  land  use, 
transportation,  and  housing  plans  and  for  the  Bow,  Pembroke,  and  Salisbury 
town  plans. 

During  1991  RPC  staff  met  with  the  planning  board  to  discuss  current  and 
further  town  planning  tasks,  your  priorities  for  the  Regional  Planning 
Cormii ss i on,  the  progress  of  the  regional  master  plan,  and  our  GIS. 

Other  activities  in  Dunbarton  included  sending  the  planning  board 
application  fee  information  from  our  1987  survey  and  from  the  Nashua  RPC 
survey;  meeting  with  the  recycling  committee  to  explain  grant  programs  and 
discuss  other  towns'  recycling  programs;  sending  a  copy  of  the  plat 
revocation  statute.  HB  HZH ,    Chp  237  of  1991;  and  sending  a  copy  of  site  plan 
checklist  from  CNHRPC  Model  Regulations.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Dunbarton  School  District  was 
called  to  order  at  7:35  P.M.  by  Leslie  G.  Hammond,  School 
District  Moderator,  to  act  upon  the  following  warrant 
articles.  After  Mr.  Zeller,  Dunbarton  Elementary  School 
Principal,  led  the  assembly  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance,  Leslie 
Hammond  introduced  the  following:

Article  1.  A  motion  was  made  by  Sheree  Westerlund  that  the 
salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  the 
compensation  of  any  other  officer  or  agent  of  the  District  be 
accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report,  or  to  take  any  other 
action  in  relation  thereto.  Seconded  by  Betty  Ann  Noyes,  the 
motion  passed. 

A  Building  Committee  Report  was  presented  by  Mert  Mann.  He 
stated  that  most  of  the  work  has  been  completed.  He  was 
thanked  for  his  hard  work. 
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Article  2.  A  motion  was  made  by  Betty  Ann  Noyes  that  the 
report  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers  of  the 
District  be  accepted  as  presented  or  printed  in  the  Tovm 
Report,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 
Seconded  by  Martha  Heunmond,  the  motion  passed. 

Article  3.  A  motion  was  made  by  Martha  Hammond  that  the 
District  authorize  the  School  Board,  under  the  provisions  of 
RSA  198:20-B,  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend  without  further 
action  by  the  School  District  Meeting,  money  from  any  source 
which  becomes  available  during  the  1991-92  School  Fiscal  Year 
provided  that  such  expenditures  be  made  for  purposes  for  which 
a  school  district  may  appropriate  money.  Further,  that  the 
School  Board  hold  a  Public  Hearing  prior  to  spending  such 
money,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Sheree  Westerlund. 

An  Amendment  to  Article  3  was  presented  by  Russell  A. 
Mason  that  the  Dunbarton  School  District  treasurer  be  hereby 
directed  to  maintain  various  accounts  with  various  New 
Hampshire  banks  so  that  the  taxpayers'  money  is  fully  insured 
by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation.  No  single 
account  to  exceed  $100,000  at  any  time.  This  Amendment  was 
seconded. 

Concern  for  the  banks'  financial  situation  prompted  this 
Amendment.  The  School  District  Treasurer  said  that  our  money 
was  with  the  town  and  so  that  the  funds  were  safe.  The  Town 
Treasurer  also  indicated  that  the  funds  were  in  a  cash 
management  fund  and  were  protected. 

The  motion  to  accept  Article  3  with  the  Amendment  was 
seconded  and  passed. 

Article  4.  A  motion  to  table  this  Article  for  now  was  moved  by 
Barry  Lussier  and  seconded.   The  motion  passed  by  a  majority. 

Article  5.  Sheree  Westerlund  made  a  motion  that  the  District 
False  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Million  Six  Hundred 
Thirty-Eight  Thousand  Four  Hundred  Seventy-One  Dollars 
($1,638,471)  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  for  School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  and  contractual  obligations  of  the 
District,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Betty  Ann  Noyes. 

Sara  Tirrell-Wysocki  presented  an  Amendment  to  Article  5 
requesting  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  an 
additional  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Forty-Seven 
Dollars  ($20,947).   The  Amendment  was  seconded. 

Article  5  with  the  Amendment,  making  the  total  sum  to  be 
raised  and  appropriated  One  Million  Six  Hundred  Fifty-Nine 
Thousand  Four  Hundred  Eighteen  Dollars  ($1,659,418),  was  passed. 
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Article  6.  Martha  Hammond  made  a  motion  that  the  District 
establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  pursuant  to  RSA  35  for  the 
purpose  of  capital  Improvements  to  the  Dunbarton  School 
facility,  the  authority  to  spend  being  reserved  to  Legislative 
approval  at  subsequent  School  District  Meetings,  or  to  take  any 
other  action  In  relation  thereto.

The  student  population  in  the  Dunbarton  Elementary  School 
reached  the  160  mark  for  the  first  time  ever  this  year.  The 
increase  has  been  slow  but  steady  from  a  low  of  110  several 
years  ago  and  could  reach  170  by  1992.  To  prepare  for  this 
increase  in  numbers  we  are  doing  some  real  creative  thinking, 
studying,  researching  and  planning. 

This  is  the  20th  year  in  the  "new"  school  as  it  was  called 
and  our  3rd  with  a  completed  Community  Center.  It  is  hard  for 
me  to  believe  that  this  is  also  my  20th  year  as  principal  in 
Dunbarton.  We  now  have  several  students  whose  parents  were  also 
students  in  this  school  and  my  own  granddaughter  will  be 
attending  1st  grade  this  fall.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
how  many  other  graduates  of  Dunbarton  schools  have  grandchildren 
or  great  grandchildren  attending  now. 

In  addition  to  everything  that  has  been  available  to  our 
students  these  past  years  we  now  have  several  Olympics  of  the 
Minds  teams  (OM),  a  weekly  Photography  Club  for  6th  graders,  a 
Computer  Club  for  grades  5  and  6  and  Math  Superstars  for  all 
interested  students.  Grades  1-3  really  shine  in  this.  We 
continue  to  have  instructional  basketball  teams  open  to  all 
students  in  grades  3  -  6  as  well  as  soccer,  Softball  and  dreuna. 
Everything  mentioned  in  this  paragraph  is  a  direct  result  of  our 
Volunteer  Program  which  recently  was  recognized  as  a  State  Blue 
Ribbon  Program  for  the  5th  straight  year. 

The  Community  Center  and  Conference  Room  have  been  so  busy 
with  school  and  community  activities  that  we  have  opened  the 
classrooms  for  meetings.  On  some  days  we  now  have  as  many  as 
six  different  meetings  or  activities  going  on  after  school. 

This  year  we  were  invited  to  participate  in  the  first 
annual  Young  Students  Talent  Search:  5th  and  6th  grades.  This 
is  sponsored  by  the  Center  for  Talented  Youth  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  To  qualify,  students  needed  to  score  in  the  97th 
percentile  on  a  recent  standardized  achievement  test.  We  were 
pleased  to  recognize  five  students  who  met  these  qualifications.

On  September  4,  1991,  Mountain  View  Middle  School  opened 
its  doors  to  more  than  one  thousand  students.  This  date  marked 
the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  education  for  the  children  in 
grades  4  -  8  in  Goffstown.  We  currently  have  twenty  students 
enrolled  in  the  seventh  grade  and  eighteen  students  enrolled  in 
the  eighth  grade  from  Dunbarton.

After  conferring  with  numerous  sources  I  can  confidently 
state  that  Dunbarton  students  continue  to  acquit  themselves  well 
at  Goffstown  Area  High  school.  As  of  December  of  1991,  64 
students  were  enrolled  in  grades  9-12.  Their  attendance  record, 
as  a  group,  is  good  and  their  scholastic  achievement  indicates 
that  they  continue  to  receive  the  appropriate  preparation  in  the 
earlier  grades.

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DUMBARTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT-  1990  -  1991 


The  school  year  began  with  the  Annual  State  Immunization 
Audit  of  all  first  grade  and  new  students.  Due  to  changes  in 
State  Law,  notices  and  letters  went  out  to  parents  notifying 
them  that  a  second  measles  vaccine  was  required  before  a  student 
entered  into  7th  grade.  Annual  student  screenings  were  begun  in 
September  and  head  checks  were  done  on  a  regular  basis.  A 
policy  on  head  lice  was  formulated  and  adopted  by  the  School 
Board  for  Dunbarton  Elementary  School . 

With  the  help  of  Mrs.  Joyce  Prowse,  dental  hygienist,  and 
Dr.  Marshall,  DMD,  we  were  able  to  offer  a  dental  health  program 
again,  in  November,  without  State  backing.  The  Dunbarton  PTO 
sponsored  the  program  and  Mrs.  Janice  Amarosa  served  as  the 
volunteer  coordinator. 

Health  Education  classes  were  taught  on  general  good  health 
practices,  nutrition,  head  lice,  handwashing,  growth  and 
development,  AIDS,  dental  health,  healthy  hearts  and  bicycle 
safety.  Special  programs  included  a  statewide  dental  health 
poster  contest.  Jump  Rope  For  Heart  Program  and  a  visit  from 
Captain  Smyley,  to  talk  cibout  traffic  safety.  The  Wellness  Team 
also  held  several  events  for  staff  and  students,  such  as, 
monthly  Walks  for  Wellness,  a  seatbelt  contest.  Beach  Day, 
cholesterol  screenings  and  computerized  Health  Risk  Appraisals 
for  interested  staff  members  and  the  ACES  (American  Children 
Exercising  Simultaneously)  program. 

An  Information  Meeting  for  parents  of  children  entering 
first  grade  was  held  in  May,  followed  by  preschool  screenings  in 
June .

Volunteer  Program  1990/91 


The  School  Volunteer  Program  continues  to  excel,  as  evidenced  by  receipt  of  the  Blue  Ribbon 
School  Achievement  Award  for  the  5th  consecutive  year.  This  prestigious  award  is  sponsored  by 
the  NH  Partners  in  Education/NH  School  Volunteer  Program  in  conjunction  with  the  NH  State 
Department  of  Education  and  is  quite  an  honor  to  receive. 

Growth  in  our  program  has  been  remarkable.  The  following  graphs  show  a  comparison  of  the 
school  years  1982/83  and  1990/91:  the  number  of  volunteers,  total  hours  volunteered  and 
number  of  volunteers  with  5  or  more  years  of  service.  These  figures  are  all  part  of  the  report  sent 
to  the  NH  School  Volunteer  Program  in  June. 
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After  4  years  of  serving  as  Co- Volunteer  Coordinator,  Judy  Keefe  resigned  her  position  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year.  Judy's  commitment  to  the  program  and  dedication  to  our  students  helped 
sh2^  the  Volunteer  Program  into  what  it  is  today.

It's  been  heartening  to  see  the  rise  in  community  involvement  in  our  school  -  groups  like  the 
Library  Trustees,  Fire  Department  and  the  Recreation  Commission,  as  well  as  individuals  who 
don't  even  have  children  in  our  school.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  Town  of  DunDarton  was  first  granted  in  1735  by  Governor  Jonathan 
Belcher  as  Gorhamtown.   it  was  regrantea  t>y  Governor  Benning  Wentworth 
in  1748  as  Starktown  after  the  father  of  General  John  stark.   The 
Charter  of  Dunbarton,  namea  after  DumDarton  in  Scotland,  was  signed  by 
Governor  Benning  Wentworth  on  August  10,  1765. 

Dunbarton  is  located  in  Merrimack  County,  bounded  by  Goffstown  to  the 
south,  weare  to  the  west,  Hopkinton  to  the  north.  Bow  and  Hooksett  to 
the  east . 

From  1765  until  1822  when  the  town  of  Hooksett  was  incorporated,  the 
bounds  of  Dunbarton  went  to  the  Merrimack  River.
